THE OAUEOFPOUr/nU. 


..Several questions havo come lo ns siiife 


our articles appeared ou this subject which 
it may interest our readers to havo fully 
tiiiHworcd. 
We bad R conversation with n 


farmer the other day, who keeps three him- 
ilro.1 fou'li 
Ifo Ima an «vtr« llln^n for them. 


large aud warm, where they get to the 
ground in the winter, lie feeds with great 
care, and has several varieties; yet he says 
they do not average him more thau a hun- 
dred eggs apiece a year. He wants to know 
vrhftt are the best varieties; what are the 
peculiarities of tho different hreeds; if the 
hick pf eggs is in the variety of fowls which 
he keeps—or rather in the lock of variety,— 
or iu the conditions and care given tham. 


We reiterate what we havo said,—that 


there is a great difference in the variety as 
to the quantity of eggs,- and that much de- 
pends on the feed and care of fowls, and 
»lso on the place in which they are kept aud 
the way they are fed. 
Now, with this mau, 


(we speak of him as illustrating many) his 
three hundred fowls all ran together; this is 
laiai to a large yield of eggs, wo do uui, care 
ho» large tho place. 
If a man has a ten 


aero field, with a hennery a hundred feet 
square—which is room sufficient if well di- 
vided, for a thousand fowls,—aud ytt puts 
throe hundred together, they will not do 
nearly so well as to divide them up in twelve 
lots. There are reasons, such as crowding 
at feed, quarreling, imhealthincss in close 
roosting, as fowls will do in C'.-or so largo a 
space: but the fact is known to UB, by actual 
experiment. 


Last year we had throe coops arranged to 


try the eiperimont. In ono wo hud fifty, in 
another thirty, and in another tirouty, with 
coops sufficient in size for each. 
All were 


the samo variety. 
Tho coop with thirty 


gave us eighty per cent, as many eggs as 
the one with fifty, and the one with twenty 
gave us seventy five per cent, as many as 
the one with thirty, and siity ptr cent, as 
many as the one with fifty, while of tho 
coop of fifty several were sick, and in the 
coop of twenty all were healthy. 


As to feed, this man, from his account, is 


too lavish,—feeds too much meat, and not 
variety enough. In tho winter he does not 
use enough of vegetable pickings,- and does 
not salt his fowls—though they need salt as 
much asc&ttlo do, contrary to tho prevalent 
notion that salt injures them. 
' Now, 
let these conditions he insisted 


upon: a small number,not more than 25, in 
a coop; a small quantity of meat or fish,— 
tlah is the best—twice u week; salt and pcp- 
p»r occasionally, in the food, with frequent 
ohange; feeding what they will eat twice a 
day, 
with warm quarters, and eggs in 


abundance will bo the reward. In fnhiro 
articles wo will consider the different va- 
rieties.
